ther her Officers and Dinifters, that now be, oz hereafter ſhalbe within any the Counties afozeſatd, 
that they andeuery of them doe from hencelooꝛth cauſe diligent inquiſition to be made of all offenceg 
that hereafter ſhalbe committed oz done by any perſon oꝛ perſons within any the Counties afozeſaid, 
contrary to the tenour and effect of the ſaid fozmer Act and Statute, and of this pꝛeſent Pzoclamatb 
on,o: of any Article oz clauſe therein conteyned, as they and euery of them will anſwere to the con- 
trary at their perils, Gtuen at Richmond the fifteenth day of January, the one and twentieth rere 
ofthe Queenes Maieſties molt noble reigne.
